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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Advisory Action is in response to the Amendment After-Final filed 10/23/07. 
Claims 1,2,6-8,11-12,14-16,20-23 and 25-45 are currently pending in the application. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 10/23/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In the remarks, the Applicant admits that Levy's U.S provisional application No. 
60/134,782 does mention "short-range wireless broadcast", but Levy et al., (U.S 
6.505,160) fails to mention "short-range wireless broadcast". 

However, the Examiner respectfully disagrees with such an assertion. See below 
for further clarification. 

Levy et al., (U.S 6.505,160) mentions that; ["the path of the identifier from the 
decoding process, and the return path from a server to the communication application 
may include one or more hops through a wire or wireless connection using standard 
wire and wireless communication protocols like TCP/IP. HTTP. XML, WAP. 
BluetooThi etc .1. 

The "short-range wireless broadcast", in the provisional application No. 
60/134,782, is an example of the "wireless communication protocol" mentioned in Levy 
et al., (U.S 6.505,160), as shown above. Thus, the Levy et al., (U.S 6.505,160) and the 
provisional application No. 60/134,782 both indicates wireless communication 
protocols.

Furthermore, it is well known in the art that short- range communication 
applications may use Low Power radio frequency due to the short distance parameter 
in which those short-range application has to operate. 

Therefore, the combination of Birgerson and Levy is proper and the finality of the 
Office Action is maintained.
